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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argument are not persuasive since 
the "union" 16e which joints two pieces as argued by applicant functions as a flow restrictor that alters the fluid flow. Obviously, the fluid 
flow is altered because the inside diameter of the "union" 16e is smaller than the line the supply line 16 inside the body as shown in Ftg.1 
of Fellows. The pressure inside the line is reduced when the fluid flows from the smaller diameter to a lager diameter and is inherently 
increased when a hole on the surface of the printing cylinder is covered. Kay is cited to show a specific flow restrictor as recited in 
claims 3-5 and 7-19. As explained in the previous Office Action, Kay teaches the conventional use of the fluid flow restrictor which alters 
the fluid flow and creates vortices (Kay, Figs.2 and 9), and it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
printing cylinder of Fellows by providing a fluid flow restrictor as taught by Kay et al. to permit more precise control the fluid flow in the 
cylinder for mounting or replacing a printing sleeve. Therefore, the combination of Fellows and Kay renders obvious the structure as 
recited in claims 3-5 and 7-19. 
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
